Hungary Warned

The Pennsylvania Motor Code makes it compulsory that 
all motor vehicles be inspected as to condition of brakes, 
lights and equipment which affect the safety of motor traf­ 
fic. There are two inspection periods in each year. Motor 
vehicles not equipped with “approval” stickers are barred 
from the highways in the three month intervals between 
the inspection periods. Owners of uninspected vehicles are 
subject to a fine of $10 and costs or five days in jail, in de­ 
fault. 
Certain garages have been designated by the state 
to inspect cars according to the law—go to one today and 
have your car inspected—get your sticker.

He became a soul in revolt, try ­ 
ing every release he could find in 
far ports. 
He was an Inmate 
of 
Swami Shiridananda's Ashram, and 
later he was a disciple of Ghandi. 
He tried the competitive life of the 
jungle. 
He believed in the “mes­ 
sage” of the East, but he could not 
decipher it. 
Finally he came west 
again, still not at peace. The book 
is trying a t times, but so honest 
th a t the reader’s exasperation fades 
into interest. 
Joseph Freem an's “An American 
T estam ent” is the record of a sim- 
i’arly sensitive soul who has been 
t hie to retain contact with hum an­ 
ity. 
Freem an was born in Russia, 
came to the United States with his 
parents, and watched 
his 
father 
grow into w ealth as he himself grew 
into communism. As an illustration 
cf the way in which one brilliant 
Russian Jew reconciled communism 
with his 
racial background, 
the 
book is almost perfect. 
The prose 
is first rate, too, but many readers
